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and the said board of village trustees shall not thereafter be al-
. lowed to grant to any person so convicted of such offence, any L.
cense under the provisions of this section. And provided further,
that all licenses granted hy said board of trustees shall expire on
the first day of May next after the granting of such license.

Sec. 2. “All acts and parts of act inconsistent with this act are
hereby repealed.

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.

CHAPTER 43.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION EIGHT (8) OF CHAPTER TWO (2) OF
THE SPECIAL LAWS OF A.D ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED

* AND SEVENTY-ONE, ENTITLED “AN ACT TO INCORPORATE
THE VILLAGE OF CHATFIELD.” '

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SectioN 1. Section eight (8) of said ehapter is hereby amended
by striking out the word *‘connties” wherever it occurs in said
section, and insert the word ‘‘ county” in lien therenf; and also
strike out the word * Olmsted ” where it occurs in said section
eight (8). .

SEc. 2. Section nine (8) of said chapter is hereby amended to
read as follows :

The marshal ‘appointed under the provisions of this act, shall be
the ministerial ofticer of the council, and shall have and possess
all powers belonging to constables elected under the General Laws
of this State, and his fees shall be fixed by ordinance of the coun-
cil; and said marshal shall, if he resides in the county of Fillmore,
have and exercise all the powers, and perform all the duties of,
and when acting as such, receive the same compensation as con-
stables elected under the (General Laws of the State. _

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
1ts passage. )
